settlements •« ith the United States and 
Great Britain faces the se1* erest test of 
his distinguished and tumultuous ca- 
reer. It seems to be taken for granted 
that a large majority of the chamber is 
for ratification. 
The contioversy is 


over whether the ratification shall be 
unconditional or whether it shall be 
accompanied by reservations and 
it 


with reservations whether they shall 
be included in the text of the agree- 
ment or in a supplementary declaia- 
tion. 
The reservations would make 


payments by France dependent on the 
receipts of reparations from Germany. 


The French government, including 


of course the chamber of deputies, is 
well aware that incorporation of the 
proposed 
reserv ations in ratification 


would be unacceptable to the go\ern- 
ment at Washington. We have made it 
plain that we will approve nothing but 
a frank and unconditional recognition 
of the debt. 
Poincare has taken his 


stand squarely in fa\or ol ratification 
without reservations in a 
two-day 


speech before the chamber. He has le- 
viewed the whole record pf negotia- 
tions and of the 
principles underly- 


ing the Berenger-Mellpn settlement. 


As an exposition of' the hard realities 


of political aind /financial relationships 
between nations, it was a masterpiece.. 
' "Willie admitting that from a senti- 


mental standpoint the French people 
may have- legitimate objections to the 


- settlement arranged, he nevertheless 


declared that questions of collateral 
justice growing out of the Avar were 
not involved, and that the honor of the 


___ French nation-requires only one course 


of action. 
Referring to the material 


benefits that might accrue to France 
from repudiation, he said that ''e\en 
our financial restoration would be a 
recommendation against it." 


When the official representath es of 


the United States and France signed 
the debt accord it imposed, according 
to M. Poincare, xa definite duty on his 
government to ratify. This can be done 
without approval of the chamber of 
deputies, the premier having the right 
to ratify by decree. Whether he would 
use this in the face of majorit}r opposi- 
tion remains to be seen, for the prob- 
ability is that if he did it would bring 
on a change of government. The ques- 
tion must be decided before August 1, 
as on that date in the absence of rati-

have to pay the 8400,000,000 which it 
owes the United States on its post-war 
debt.

•\\ork out a program, that will spread 
our oil supply o~\ er as long a period as 
possible. E\er since oil and gas 'were 
discovered there has been prodigious 
wastage of both. No rational system 
for taking these valuable resources 
from the ground has ever been ern- 
plo> ed, v\ ith the result that there has

sumption and much sheer destruction. 


The chairman of the 
conference 


called by President Hoover makes the 
statement that in California alone 600,- 
000,000 cubic feet of gas is wasted 
daily, and v\ hat is true of California is 
true in v arying degrees in other oil 
producing states. Last year it is esti- 
mated that around 275,000,000 barrels 
of gasoline could have been conserved 
b> proper handling and refining. These 
figures are of startling significance. 
The extent to v\ hich the country is de- 
pendent upon gasoline for fuel and lu- 
bricating oils for both motors and ma- 
chinery makes this prodigal throwing 
awaj- of an unrenewable resource trag- 
ic if not criminal. It is characteristic of 
American recklessness in exhausting 
natural resources. There are of course 
resources, like timber, that can be 
renewed, but minerals are a problem 
unto themselves. When once exhausted 
they are gone forev er. Drilling by one 
land owner forces adjoining owners to 
drill and we run into the whole vicious 
circle of excess production and waste 
of petroleum reserves. 
' At the rate America is going it will 
not be long until she will be dependent 
on foreign sources of supply. 
Some- 


thing can be done by improving pro- 
duction efficiency and the recovery of 
a larger percentage of crude petroleum 
in gasoline, thereby turning back to 
the coal industry a great volume of 
business that oil has usurped. With- 
out doubt petroleum is more valuable 
for gasoline than for heating. As the 
Hoover committee points out, no pe- 
troleum policy can be justified by the 
government that does not comprehend 
the maximum efficiency in produc- 
tion, manufacture and use of this great 
natural resource. 


To what extent the government can 


regulate this industiy is as yet unde- 
termined but what the government is 
unable to do the oil producers them- 
selves ought to willingly undertake. 
Under present conditions we are de- 
stroying our oil deposits as rapidly as 
•u e can find means of doing so 
and 


with the utmost prodigality. 
Consid- 


ered nationally, it is a most serious 
mistake, and it is to be hoped remedi- 
able measures will be brought about as 
a result of the Avork of the Federal and 
States Petroleum Conservation confer- 
ence

A doctor 
of financially sick properties, rather than a mar- 
ket gambler, he set about reviving its prestige 
by effecting economics, restoring the morale of 
its personnel and developing; new facilities. 


For Carrington dreams of a time when river 


traffic will regain its pre-railway importance. He 
sees the Hudson as an outlet for the freight ton- 
nage of the Great Lakes and a gateway to the 
seven seas 


Even now approximately 2,000,000 passengers 


ride the boats each year between New York and 
Albany and every day more than 1,000 tons of 
freight are carried over this route provided by 
nature.

Washington — A slim, blue-eyed 


Yankee of six feet one has the dis- 
tinction of being America's only fly- 
Ing United States senator. 


He is Senator Hiram Bingham of 


Connecticut, often referred to by his 
colleagues as "the human flea" be- 
cause of the fact that he is contin- 
ually .hopping from one place to an- 
other. 
He is an air enthusiast of the first 


rank. He was 42 years old when he 
first learned to fly. This country 
had just entered the world war. Al- 
though Senator Bingham was beyond 
the acceptable age for war pilots, he 
went to Miami and soon qualified as 
a military aviator. 


-He was commisioned a major and 


placed m charge of the United States 
schools of military aeronautics. 


Late in 1917 Senator Bingham was 


mad& a lieutenant-colonel and came 
to Washington to act as chief of the 
air personnel division. But he was 
not content to stay at home. 


At his own request he was sent to 


France and located at Tours. At one 
time he was in command of this 
country's largest aviation instruction 
center in France, at Issoudun.

BIGGEST PROGRAM 


OF PROPAGANDA 


Would Have Taught School 


Children Merits of Prohi- 
bition—but for Hoover 


BY RODNEY DUTCHER 


Washington — Anyone wno keeps 


an eye on the news out of Washing- 
ton must be realizing that we are liv- 
ing in an age ot propaganda and that 
there is worse and more of it from 
week to week. 


President Herbert 
Hoover, how- 


ever, seems to be one who doesn't al- 
together approve of It—at least as 
far as the federal government is con- 
cerned. 


Within the last few days he has 


knocked out two 
very 
extensive 


propaganda plans. One of them he 
killed completely; upon the other he 
simply frowned sternly, but a presi- 
dential frown can 
be a withering 


blight, and this second plan is weak 
and pallid right now. 


The government, 
of course, has 


been propagandizing for some time 
in one way or another, with the War 
and Navy Departments laying down 
the heaviest barrages; but the recent 
announcement that the Prohibition 
Bureau was going to spread propa- 
ganda in favor of prohibition in the 
public schools goes beyond them all. 


WIDESPREAD PROGRAM 


Mr. Hoover lost very little time in 


coming: down on this 
scheme with 


both feet. He put the clamps on it so 
effectively that even the pamphlets 
that were drawn up to aid in the 
good work are not to see the light of 
day. But, even 
though dead, the 


plan is worth examining, just as an 
instance of the extent of the propa- 
ganda machinery that could, under 
certain conditions, be put to work by 
Uncle Sam. 


The Prohibition Bureau's 
educa- 


tional campaign m the schools was 
by no means to have been limited to 
preaching the virtue of law observ- 
ance and law enforcement. The bu- 
reau went so far as to outline meth- 
ods by which to inject the propagan- 
da into classes in arithmetic, Eng- 
lish, history, drawing, curient events 
and various other subjects, and all 
of this propaganda was designed to 
prove that prohibition was correct in 
theory and successful in operation. 


Good or bad., this was certainly a 


drastic step for the 
government. 


Nothing like it had ever been pro- 
posed before. The navy and war de- 
partments, have persistently tried to 
convince the public what fine things 
armies, navies and preparedness are, 
but attempting to prove 
to school 


children the wisdom of one specific 
law is, for the federal government, 
something new. 


HAD NO AUTHORITY 


There is, of course, no federal law 


tinder which the federal government 
could have made courses in prohibi- 
tion compulsory. 
School children in 


most places are taught the desirabil- 
ity of law observance, 
and 
some 


states provide for teaching them the 
evils of alcohol; but no state law to 
date has provided that the young 
io^a-^ESirbe impressed -'with the 
goodness or the badness of any giv- 
en statute. 


However, the scheme is thoroughly 


dead—killed by half 
a dozen words 


from the "White House. 


The other proposition was less for- 


mal and direct. It consisted of an ap- 
peal from 
the National 
Republic 


magazine for funds to combat "radi- 
QSahsm" and sup,poit the policies of 
President Hoover. This seemed to be 
something new, too, and it would be 
considerably funnier if some of the 
Republican leaders such as Chair- 
man Work and Senators Watson ot 
Indiana and Burton of Ohio hadn't 
been pictured as 
giving the move- 


ment their endorsement. The preten- 
sion was made that President Hoover 
himself was behind it, but the White 
House promptly announced that he 
wasn't in sympathy with the drive. 


The National Republic is a month- 


ly magazine devoted 
to publishing 


patriotic articles, pro-administration 
propaganda and material apparently 
designed to prove that the country is 
in some danger of a communist revo- 
lution. 


The propaganda" effort of the pow- 


er interests has been perhaps 
the 


major scandal uncovered here in the 
last year. This was still another t> pe 
of propaganda, the effort of an enor- 
mous industry to educate children 
and newspaper readers against pub- 
lic ownership of utilities, public reg- 
ulation and 
anything else' which 


might hamper monopolies in making 
huge profits. This great propaganda 
effort, affecting public schools, col- 
leges, newspapers and numerous oth- 
er channels of reaching the publio, 
is being uncovered 
by the Federal

RISES IN ALBANIA 


Similar Buildings Are Plan- 


ned for Other Cities in For- 
eign Country 


Tirana, Albania —(#•>— The first 


building ever erected by the United 
States for the specific purposes of 
a legation or. embassy Is nearing 
completion liere. Similar structures 
have been planned In other capitals 
but the Tiranta legation will be oc- 
cupied ahead of any of these. 
It 


will be formally dedicated by King 
Zog in September. 


The building, which is a finer edi- 


fice than King Zog's palace, was de- 
signed and built largely by Charles 
C. Hart of Minneapolis, formerly a 
newspaper corerspondent in "Wash- 
ington and now American minister 
to this new kingdom. It commands a 
superb view of snow-clad mountains 
towering over this capital to the 
east, and affords a glimpse of the 
mountains of Montenegro far away 
to the north. 


When the structure was first rec- 


ommended by Mr. Hart he was told 
by the State Department that- for 
reasons of economy he must seek 
quarters In one of the private resi- 
dences of this city. But the min- 
ister replied that none of the exist- 
ing buildings was worthy of the dig- 
nity of having the Stars and Stripes 
flown over it. He insisted upon a 
new structure and finally obtained 
a grant of $100,000... 


King Zog helped him get the site 


for $1,000. Because of the growth 
of the .city and the accompanying 
real estate boom, the -land has al- 
ready risen to a value of $25,000. 
., Then the diplomat gave his per-
